Applications, for the November 
19, 1953, and the April 22, 1954, 
administrations the College 
Qualification Test are now avail- 
able at Selective Service System lo- 
cal boards throughout the coun- 
try. 

Eligible students who intend to 
take this test on either date should 
apply at once to the nearest Selec- 
tive Service local board for an ap- 
plication and a bulletin of infor-

mation. 

Following the instructions in the 
bulletin, the student should fill ont 
his application and mail it imme- 
diately in the envelope provided to 
“Selective Service Examining Sec- 
tion, Educational Testing Service, 
P.O. Box 586, Princeton, New Jer- 
sey.” Applications for the Novem- 
ber 19 test must be postmarked 


not later than midnight, Novem- 
ber 2, 1953. 
According to the Educational 


Testing Service, which prepares and 
administers the College Qualifica- 
tion Test for the Selective Service 
System, it will be greatly to the 
student’s advantage to file his ap- 
plication at once, regardless of the 
testing date he selects. ‘The results 
will be reported to the student’s 
Selective Service local board/of ju- 
risdiction for use in considering 
his deferenmt as a student. 


English Tests 
Given Today 


The English Proficiency Test is 
being given today, September 25, in 
Room 7 for all new students and 
the freshmen that were unable to 
take the test September 10. 

One hundred and twenty min- 
utes of actual testing will take 
place while the whole test will be 
approximately two and a_ half 
hours. 

The doors will be locked at 1:15 
and testing will begin promptly. 
Students need not bring pencils 
and paper as special pencils and 
answer sheets will be provided. 


Preparation Of 
Plans Begin 


The Hartnell Student Union — 
long a dream of the Hartnell stu- 
dent body —entered its first step 
toward reality on Tuesday, Septem- 
ber 15, when the Hartnell College 
Board approved both the construc- 
tion of the needed building and 
the purchase of additional land for 
the college campus. 

The board approved the con- 
struction of the first units, and set 
aside $100,000 to start the work. 
They advocated prompt action on 
the issue, and construction is ex- 
pected to start next year. 

In addition to the student un- 
ion building itself, the college 
board approved the purchase of 26 
acres of land beyond the gum trees 
behind the football practice field. 
The price of the land is $3,500 per 
acre; half to be paid in cash now 
and half to be paid later at 4 per- 
cent interest. The extra land is to 
be used for the expansion of the 
college facilities when such becomes 
necessary. 

The student union for Hartnell 
has long been desired by the stu- 
dents (and faculty), and some ten- 
tative plans for the building have 


already been drawn up. Further 
plans are now in preparation by 
student and faculty groups. 

So far, the plans for a large, one- 
story building placed at the fringe 
of the present baseball field, 20 
feet from the cafeteria wing. This 
is to contain a banquet or bail- 
room, a men’s lounge, women’s 
lounge, faculty lounge, student com- 
mission office, student publications 
offices, janitors’ closet, student 
store, and storerooms. The men’s 
and women’s lounges are to be On 
either side of the ballroom, and 
connected so that folding doors 
may be opened into them for large 
dances and such occasions. 

Further constructions are ex- 
pected to add to this first build- 
ing as time progresses. Eventually 
the cafeteria will be added to the 
new buildings and the present cafe- 
teria space will be devoted to more 
classroom space.

In 1939, Friday, October 20, to 
be exact, The Battery, official stu- 
dent newspaper for Salinas J.C., 
broke the news of broadcasting 
the Marin-Salinas football classic.

Insurance Policy 
Covers Students 


All student. body card holders 
aré protected by $500 worth of in- 
surance covering any injury in- 
curred either on the college grounds 
or while engaged in student activ- 
ities. 

The policy was instituted last 
year, and is paid for by the stu- 
dent body organization out of the 
money taken in for the student 
body cards. The groundwork for 
the policy was laid in the year 
1951-2, under the leadership of 
Student Body President George 
Jackson, but could not become ef- 
fective until last year. 

The $500 policy will pay all doc- 
tor’s and hospital expenses up to 
that amount, but the policy does 
not become effective unless you 
notify the administration office as 
soon as possible.

“C” Grade Is 
Required Of 
All Students 


All_new students of Hartnell (and 
the older ones, too) are reminded 
that the college is basically an aca- 
demic institution, and as such re- 
quires that a “C” average be main- 
tained by all students. 


The grade level requirement was 
first instituted in 1944, and is used 
to raise the scholastic average of 
the college and to maintain a stu- 
dent body whose primary interest 
is in learning. It is not the pur- 
pose of the ruling to place any 
hardship upon the students. 


Failure to maintain a “C” aver- 
age will result in being placed on 
probation for one semester, and if 
the student is even then unable to 
raise his average to the required 
level, his probation is made even 
stricter for one more semester. If 
the student then fails to raise his 
grades to a “C” average he is given 
one more chance to raise his grades, 
and is then dropped from school. 
The multitudinous chances for 
raising grades are used in. order 
to weed out those students who 
merely fell down temporarily and 
to allow them to continue their 
college work. It is considered that 
if any student is yet unable to get 
the required grades after exhaust- 
ing all of his probationary periods, 
then that student is incapable of 
doing college work and is only 
wasting time attending a college.
